This 
variety of reptile never eats any thing 
but snakes. 
They have been known 
to kill bears and horses, and

I La Tosca is the only specimen of her 
| kind in America, and, unless she can 
be induced to eat, mast, sooner

Bandage with Which Christ Is Said to 
Hav e Been Blindfolded. 
The little chapel of St. Julian, at 
Lunegarde, France, is said to contain 
the bandages with which Christ was 
blindfolded by the* Roman soldiers. 
The relic looks like a linen pocket 
handkerchief folded, and it i9 stained 
all over. T he church is not a wealthy 
one, but the relie is incased in a beau­ 
tiful shrine of pure gold, exhibiting 
the most exquisite workmanship of 
the middle ages. 
The church stiM treasures the doc­ 
um ent by which Charlemagne trans­ 
ferred the relic to St. Namphasus at 
the time when he gave him lands and 
money to found the abbey of Mar- 
cillas. 
There the relic was first set 
up in a shrine to become at once an 
object of pilgrimage and great ven­ 
eration. 
The bandage is of Egy ptian linen, 
and of fine texture. In Charlemagne’s 
letter it is called “sudarium,” which 
means handkerchief, and it is further 
said th at it belonged to one of the 
soldiers or servants who lent it to cov­ 
er Christ’s face during the mockery 
which followed when Jesus was deliv­ 
ered to them to he scourged and cruci­
